Russ Celebrate 
End of Rationing 


MOSCOW ()— Izvestia pub- 
lished dispatches from many 
parts of the Soviet Union today 
reporting that since rationing 
was"abolished Sunday, there has 
been wide scale consumer buying 
in a “holiday-like’ atmosphere. 

Russian citizens currently are 
trading their old rubles for new 
at ‘rates varying up to ten to 
The currency 
and the end of rationing were 
announced in the same edict. 

Izvestia said 120,000 
stores had been repaired or or- 
ganized anew in a-short period, 
and «were selling goods. 

“The stores have large quan- 
tities of goods,” the newspaper 
said. 

The article cited the trade 
ministries of Armenia, Moldavia 
and. Uzbekistan, however. as 
“lagging behind” in the develop- 
ment of trade. 

“The network of stores in 
Chelyabinsk, Rostov and Kirov 
regions is not: sufficiently organ- 
ized,"’ the article said, ‘many 
stores remain unoccupied and the 
law giving ground floors in cer- 
tain new buildings to stores has 
not been carried out everywhere. 
It is now up to the workers that 
all mass goods should reach the 
consumers and rapidly. Collec- 
tive stores and cooperative stores 
should be organized more ener- 
getically and more farmer mar- 
kets: should be set up.”

The London conference did not 
break down because the Russians 
demanded 10 billion dollars in rep- 
arations from Germany, nor over 
any of the given issues. And al- 
though Walter Lippmann on Tues- 
day was right in criticizing the 
council of foreign ministers as a 
diplomatic instrument, the faults 
of that instrument are not respon- 
sible for the breakdown, nor is the 
transference of negotiations from 
the heads of states to their foreign 
officials. 


The reason that all meetings 
since Yalta and Potsdam have 
failed to reach agreement, and 
these latter failed to establish 
agreements that have been kept, 
is not because Molotov has sup- 
planted Stalin, Byrnes and Mar- 
chall have replaced Roosevelt, and 
Bevin has taken the place of 
Churchill. 


It is because shortly after Yalta 
the Germans surrendered, and the 
Soviets no. longer needed to co- 
operate with the western powers. 
They never wanted to cooperate. 
Only the exigencies of war forced 
them to. And when the war was 
won they returned to their never 
abandoned revolutionary program, 
which precludes cooperation since 
it aims at the destruction of all 
non-communist states. 


This is the truth and the only 
important truth. , 





Although it is not impossible for 
victims innocently to cooperate 
with their would-be assassin, it 
obviously is impossible for the as- 
sassin to cooperate with his vic- 
tims. 

Since the end of the war, or 
since it was in sight, the prospect- 
tive victims have squght agree- 
ments with their assassin, and 
these have been useful for the lat- 
ter in strengthening his position 
for the next move. 

All these agreements rested on 
a fundamentally false premise:

of class war. All warfare is class 
warfare even if it takes on nat- 
ional forms. The world is per- 
manently at war, open or latent. 
The first and second World Wars 
furthered and were but preludes 
to the final struggle which will es- 
tablish the Communist world 
state. The non-Communist world 
is, therefore—even if unconscious- 
ly—at war with the Soviets to 
avert its own doom. Ultimate 
Soviet victory is certain. Mean- 
while there must be no relaxation 
of the struggle and no scruples of 
an ethical nature, for victory must 
be complete and _ irrevocable. 
There is no middle way. 


That is the Communist thesis, 
expresed in innumerable manifes- 
tos, resolutions, and dialectical 
polemics, and now made visible 
to all with eyes. To cooperate 
with the Soviets means to collab- 
orate with that thesis, for the So- 
viets never will permanently co- 
operate with any other. 





Many persons within all coun- 
tries unconsciously cooperate to 
aid that thesis, by convincing 
themselves through wishful think- 
ing that it does not exist. Others 
cooperate consciously because 
they believe it correct, its triumph 
inevitable and desirable, and devo- 
tion to it a “higher loyalty” than 
any due another nation, religion, 
or civilization. And some try to 
stand mid-road between victims 
and assassin, and they are just 
silly people. 

The thesis is not complicated. 
it is so simple that the most sim- 
ple--not the most simple minded 

see it clearest. It is not tiny, 
requiring a microscope to find. It 
is as vast as the earth, and visible 
at every point of the earth. It 
does not include magnanimity nor 
compromise, Within it there is 
room for only one faith, only one 
socialism, and only one inexorable 
logic: unremitting struggle with 
all means until the globe is design- 
ed in one uniform Communist pat- 
tern. 

If Bourgeois intellectuals and 
Statesmen have failed to see, it is 
because they seldom can grasp 
anything simple, and their eye- 
sight is beclouded by their own 
ideas, Eut by now Bevin, Bidault 
and Marshall see, too. They see 
that really successful cooperation 
with the Soviets on any question 
whatsoever demands not negotia- 
tions between heads of states but 
new heads of states: Pollitt, per- 
haps, in Britain; Thorez in France; 
Wallace — temporarily —in the 
United States ... some equivalent 
for the heads of states represent- 
ed in the Comintern, whose ‘real 
head is in the Kremlin. 

That is the way it is, and that is 
why the London conference broke 
down, It had to break down. For 
cooperation always must stop 
short of suicide.
